The Smatl-Farm Movement. 

Mr. Sidney Lanier in the current Scrib- 
ner calls attention to the steady breaking 
up of the plantation-system and the mul- 
tiplication of small farms. The figures 
gathered by the census-takers of 18380 
are not yet available, but statistics are 
really not needed to show that the change 
is going on fully as rapidly as the limited 
population and resources will permit. 
Mr. Lanier does show by figures that 
Georgia in 1860 had but 906 farms under 
ten acres, in 1870 it had 3,527 such farms. 
In 1860 the state had but 2,803 farms over 

_ ten and under twenty acres, in 1870 it 
had 6,942. In 1860 it had but 13,644 
farms over twenty and under fifty acres, 
in 1870 the number of such 
farms was 21,971. From 1865 to 
1870 the number of small 
farms in the state was increased to the 
extent of 19,329. The pace in the last 
decade has probably been fully as great, 
for the process has been going on in every 
militia district. Nor has the process of 
subdivision been wholly or chiefly on 
account of the desire of the colored la- 
borer to acquire land; the demand 
for small farmsto-day comes in nine cases 
out of ten from whites whoexpect to be- 
come farmers on a limited scale and to do

Condition of the Georgia Crops. 

The Septen:ber crop report of the Geor- 
gia commissioner of agriculture was is- 
sued October 1. ‘fi:e estimated total 
yield of cotton, compared to that of last 
year, is 97, which, the commissioner says, 
is small when the increased area devoted 
to the crop is taken into consideration; 
so small, indeed, that it is apprehended 
some of the correspondents misunder- 
stood the inquiry in regard to the stand- 
ard of comparison. Forty-six per cent 
of the crop is reported gathered—33 per 
cent in north' Georgia, 41 in middle 
Georgia, 56 in southwest Georgia, 56 in 
east Georgia, and 62 in southeast Geor- 
gia. The injury by worms in the entire 
state is reported at 2 per cent. In sonth- 
west and southeast Georgia the injury is 
5 per cent. 

The commissioner again calls the at- 
tention of farmers to the importance of 
saving the best seed for planting, point- 
ing out that the yield of the next crop 
will depend toa considerable extent upon 
the care used in saving seed. He urges 
that seed should be saved from the best 
land, the best plants and the best bolls. 

The commissioner requests those who 
received samples of different varieties of 
cotton seed from the department last 
spring to report the result of their ex- 
periments and observations as soon as 
the facts are ascertained, and the same 
request is made to those who received sam- 
ples of seed corn. The yield of corn in the 
state, ascompared with that of last y: ar, is 
in north Georgia, 103; in middle Georgia, 
86; in east Georgia, 82; in Southeas 
Georgia, 95. The estimated total yield of 
sweet potatoes in the state as compared 
with the crop of last year, is 108. The 
department has distributed one hundred 
bushels of Dallas wheat, which has thus 
far proved hardier than the other varie- 
ties sown. The crop reports of the de- 
partment will be suspended as usual un- 

.til the supplemental report, questions for 
which will be sent to correspondents 
about the 15th of December.
